Councilmember  O'Farrell  at  Executive 
Committee 


This  afternoon,  the  CCA  Executive  Committee  heard  from  Councilmember  Mitch 
O’Farrell  about  improving  the  City’s  relationship  with  the  business  community. 

Councilmember  O’Farrell  said  that  his  district  is  the  epicenter  for  lawsuits  trying  to 
prevent  new  developments.  Many  of  these  same  litigants  are  sponsoring  the 
Neighborhood  Integrity  Initiative  (Nil).  O’Farrell  opposes  Nil  and  believes  if 
approved,  the  most  likely  effect  will  be  a  decade-long  delay  on  many  desperately 
needed  commercial  and  residential  projects. 

O’Farrell  also  discussed  the  package  of  reforms  to  business  regulations  that  he 
introduced  in  July.  These  motions  seek  to  overcome  what  he  called  “the  profound 
institutional  indifference"  in  parts  of  City  Hall  to  changing  things  that  negatively 
affect  business  and  doing  business  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles. 

O’Farrell  then  talked  about  the  need  for  affordable  housing.  Calling  it  his  number 
one  passion,  he  pointed  to  a  motion  that  he  has  introduced  that  seeks  to  normalize 
the  City’s  ever-changing  affordable  housing  requirements  -  ones  that  depend  on 
who  is  negotiating  with  which  developer.  His  motion  will  lay  out  a  template  so  that 
all  parties  will  know  what  is  required  when  a  project  is  proposed. 

Finally,  the  Councilmember  awarded  CCA’s  former  CEO,  Carol  E.  Schatz,  a 
certificate  from  the  City  Council  recognizing  her  service  to  the  City  and  to 
Downtown.

Linkage  Fee 

CCA  convened  a  working  group  this  week  to  discuss  the  City's  proposed 
Affordable  Housing  Linkage  Fee.  As  proposed  the  fee  will  be  $5  per  square  foot  on 
commercial  development  and  $12  per  square  foot  on  residential  development; 
common  areas  will  be  excluded.  We  discussed  the  different  aspects  of  the  draft 
ordinance  and  how  CCA  should  effectively  advocate  on  the  matter.  Members 
raised  the  need  for  CCA  to  comment  on  the  following  items:  cumulative  impact  of 
new  City  fees,  the  unique  opportunity  in  Downtown  to  address  the  housing  crisis, 
the  amount  of  the  proposed  fee,  when  the  fee  is  due,  and  fee  exemption  and 
credits.  We  also  discussed  the  November  election  and  the  need  to  understand  the 
results  of  various  ballot  initiatives  on  new  development.  CCA  is  preparing  a 
comment  letter  on  the  item  and  welcomes  continued  member  participation.
